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Four planning commissioners request seven on board 


Four of the five Planning Commissioners 
last Thursday evening asked Anne McIntosh, 
director of development services, to send a memo 
to the City Council, reporting their request to 
return to seven commissioners. 

The City Council last May passed an 
ordinance, lowering the number of Planning 
Commissioners to five from the seven that had 
been traditional in Sierra Madre for over a de¬ 
cade. 

According to these four commissioners, 
there had never been any ofilcial communication 
to them from the council about the change in

Council to revisit 
decision concerning 
number of 
commissioners 

Because over 1200 Sierra Madreans 
signed a petition, requesting that the number 
of Planning Commissioners be returned to 
seven, the City Council last week decided to 
support fiirther discussion concerning Plan¬ 
ning Commission membership at the Sept. 27 
meeting. 

At last week’s meeting, the council 
passed Resolution No. 94-64, setting the 
matter of the Planning Commission composi¬ 
tion for the next general election, April, 1996. 
This date will be the second Tuesday in April, 
19%.

number. 

Commissioners present last Thursday were 
Chairman Bill Garr, Commissioners George 
Salisbury, Gurdon Miller, and Fred Wesley. 
Commissioner Whilma Holcombe was absent. 

Salisbury opened the subject last week by 
telling the group that last year when he was 
chairman, he expected to hear from the City 
Council concerning their feelings. He felt that it is 
"absolutely imperative" that the City Council 
know where the Planning Commission is coming 
from. 

"We don’t object to staying late for meetings 
because we’re an all-volunteer group," Salisbury 
said, even though because of short agendas (last 
week there were five items on the agenda) the 
group has been able to leave early most months. 
Salisbury pointed out that in most businesses a 
board is asked for the opinion of the governing 
board. He called the failure of the council a 
"breach of etiquette." He also said he hoped the 


council "would reconsider." 

Councilman George Maurer, who was in the 
audience, said he believed that one night the 
Planning Commission was asked and voted on the 
number they wanted. "It should be in the min¬ 


utes," he said. 

On Tuesday, Sallyann Malian from the 
planning department said it was being researched. 
Salisbury said that he was chairman from

Moun^oy faces runoff Nov. 8 


Assemblyman Dick Mountjoy (R, Arcadia) 
received 44.7 percent of the votes in the Special 
Senatorial election last week, beating challenger 
Gary Miller, Paul Horcher and Eddie Ortell. 
Miller received 20.4 percent while Horcher 
received 17.9 percent and Edward Ortell had 1.4 
percent of the votes on the Republican side. 

Mountjoy faces Sandy Hester, the Demo¬ 
crat, who received 13.6 percent of the votes; 
Walter Sheasby, Green Party, .8 percent; and 
Matt Piazza, Libertarian, who received 1.1 per¬ 
cent of the votes last Tuesday in the special 
election. 


There was a 16 percent turnout with 6 
percent absentee votes. 

Had Mountjoy been able to capture 50 
percent of the votes in this special election, there 
would have been no need for the runoff which is 
.scheduled for Nov. 8. 

By law, Mountjoy must run for both the 
Senate and Assembly seats. He urges his constitu¬ 
ents to vote for him for both of the offices. Senate 
and Assembly "to open the assembly seat for 
everyone." 

If he is elected to both offices, he will resign 
one to accept the other. 


Herb’s Taxi wins transportation contract 


Sierra Madre City Council last Tuesday 
awarded a one-year contract to Herb Shollen- 
berger of Herb’s Taxi (aka Duarte Taxi) as a taxi 
service in Sierra Madre. His contract runs through 
June 30, 1995. 

The council opted to cancel the contract for 
van service of San Gabriel Transit as of Nov. 1, 
1994 and to discuss further whether to continue 
with Foothill Area Community Service (FACS) 
since they told the council that they will need to 
charge $40,000 for Saturday service. The city will 
use their vans for service to the children and 
seniors of the community. 

The Transportation committee will monitor 
ridership throughout the balance of this fiscal year 
and may reconunend that the city go out to bid if 
the committee learns that the service prescribed 
does not meet the needs of seniors and the handi¬ 
capped. 

Spending limits recommended by the Metro¬ 
politan Transit Authority (MTA) are $82,000 for 
taxi cab service and $9000 for handicapped acces¬ 


sible transit. 

City Administrator Sean Joyce will talk with 
MTA concerning negotiations with them to pro¬ 
vide for the handicapped accessible transit. 

Vouchers will be required so that city staff 
and the Transportation committee can analyze 
ridership data for possible improvements. Those 
vouchers will be sold at the Senior Citizen Center 
(when it is open), the library, city hall and the 
recreation center. The service area includes all 
intra-city trips and those destinations within a two- 
mile radius of the city, and to the doctors and 
hospitals within a close proximity of the two-mile 
radius. 

Operating hours have been decreased to 9 
a.m. to 5 p.m. from the original hours of 8 a,m. 
to 6 p.m. That decision was made since there are 
relatively few riders during those hours. It will 
not operate on New Year’s Day, Memorial Day, 
July 4, Labor day. Thanksgiving Day and Christ¬ 
mas Day. 

Herb’s Taxi will receive $6833 per month. 


not to exceed $82,0(X) a year. The insurance 
coverage will cost about $31,000 annually and 
coverage will include $500,OOO for bodily injury, 
including accidental death and property damage. 
The contractor will also maintain an auto liability 
insurance policy of not less than $1 million, 
single-limit coverage, per incident. 

Herb’s Taxi will be required to maintain 
reports and to keep the city informed about any 
other activities of his taxi .service. 

The agreement becomes effective on Oct. 1, 
1994 even though the agreement is in effect 
through June 30, 1995. 

Fares are as follows: with a voucher inside 
the city, seniors, children and handicapped, 50 
cents; others, $1. Outside the city, fares with a 
voucher are $1 for seniors, children and handi¬ 
capped, and $2 for all others. 

Fares without a voucher inside the city for 
seniors, children and handicapped are $1 and for 
others, $2. Fares without a voucher outside the 
city are $2 for seniors, children and handicapped, 
and $4 for others.

joint program with hospitals and medical groups. 
These are the larger, full-scale hospitals with the 
accompanying medical groups. These entities 
provide wide choices in medical groups and 
hospitals. The future holds a major partnership 
with insurance carriers plus hospitals plus doctors 
and a full array of services so we can handle any 
problems. We can send anyone to the highest 
ranking hospitals. We are working on competitive 
costs and we will be very patient-focus^ with 
high quality review programs and information sys¬ 
tems." 


With this kind of clout, they will be able to 
negotiate with insurers on behalf of the hospitals 
plus about 3(X)0 affiliated doctors as a single 
entity. 

Albert Josselson, M.D., a member of the 
board at Methodist Hospital, recently founded 
Affiliated Private Practice Association, which is 
another medical group associated with Prime- 
Health. 

Thomas M. Prisclac, chairman of the Prime- 
Health Board of Directors and president of Ce- 
dars-Sinai Medical Center, said, "The creation of 
the PrimeHealth network does not represent a 
merger between its member institutions or medical 
groups. What it does is provide a framework for 
those hospitals and medical groups to work togeth¬ 
er, toward the constant improvement of patient 
care in Southern California. By doing so, we will 
be able to successfully meet the upcoming chal¬ 
lenges facing the entire healthcare industry, 
including managed care and the healthcare reform 
process." 

The combined assets of the hospitals and 
medical groups participating in the PrimeHealth 
Network total more than $2.1 billion, with more 
than $2 billion in net operating revenues. More 
than 20,000 medical, technical and administrative 
staff are employed by PrimeHealth members, with 
an estimated 3000 physicians expected to partici¬ 
pate in the network.

Ask most people who wrote the 
"Star Spangled Banner" and they will tell 
you Francis Scott Key. Ask them who 
wrote the Declaration of Independence 
and many wrlTsay^ Thomas Jcffcrsorr 

But if you ask them who wrote the 
Pledge of Allegiance, not many will 
know. This is not surprising because until 
1939, not even historians knew, for sure, 
who the author was. 

The Pledge first appeared on Sept. 8, 
1892, in a magazine for children called 
The Youth’s Companion, as part of the 
official program for school children throu¬ 
ghout the nation to commemorate the 
4(X)th anniversary of the discovery of 
America. The Pledge was first recited at 
the dedication of the World’s Columbian 
Exposition grounds at Chicago in October, 
1892. 

Two members of the staff of the 
Youth’s Companion were .Mr. Francis 
Bellamy and Mr. James Upham. For 47 
years, the family of each man claimed 
authorship for him and held evidence to 
substantiate their claims; Finally, in 1939, 
a committee was appointed to weigh care¬ 
fully the conflicting evidence. Unanimous¬ 
ly they decided in favor of Francis Bell¬ 
amy. 

Unfortunately, Francis Bellamy, an 
ordained Baptist minister, had died eight 
years previously. Congress officially 
designated his work as the Pledge of 
Allegiance to the Flag on December 28, 
1945. 

The Pledge of Allegiance, as origi¬ 
nally written, differs slightly from its 
present form. In 1923, the phrase "of the 
United States of America" was added 
following "the flag." On Flag Day in 
1954, President Eisenhower signed into 
law House Resolution 243 which inserted 
the meaningful words "under God" after 
"one nation."

9 Gertrude Gerke. our contributor of facts 
little known about Sierra Madre, tells us 
about a piece in the Sierra Madre News on 
Apr. 13, 1967. by Bill Wark. It concerns 
the Sturtevant Trail that was abandoned in 
those days. It was the end of an era when 
the last pack train jtJosed. The pack train 
was owned by a Mrs. Corilm and she oper¬ 
ated the "declining business and stables at 
the end of Sturtevant Drive." 

The trail traveled to Chantry Flat and 
was built in 1882 by the Burlingame Broth¬ 
ers who were seeking lumber from the 
timber in Winter Creek Canyon. The trail 
later bore the name of William Sturtevant. 
an early miner who built a resort in the 
upper reaches of the Big Santa Anita Can¬ 
yon in 1898. 

When the Big Red Cars came in 1906, 
thousands of hikers made their way up and 
down Mt. Wilson Trail and Sturtevant 
Trails. The business flourished in those 
days. 

On one occasion 5000 hikers checked 
through J(x; Clark’s Halfway House on a 
single three-day holiday.

Then the depot was taken 
apart, brick by brick, and reassembled at its 
new location. The Arcadia Historical society, 
Arcadia Chamber of Commerce, the Califor¬ 
nia Arboretum Foundation and many individu¬ 
als raised money for the project.

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Historic Colyin estate for sale

A prestigious estate is now for sale in Sierra 
Madre and many people may be unaware that it is 
there'. The address is 336 Sturtevant, and for 40 
years it was the home of Hugh and Audy Lou 
Colvin. 

.Behind a walled site there are 3.09 acres 
which extend down to Canon Ave. and these are 
planted with a number of specimen trees and 
plante. Not visible from the street is the magnifi¬ 
cent Mediterranean mansion. Built in 1P25, and 
except for modernizing the kitchen, this historic 
house has not been changed. Its authentic quality 
includes the original light fixtures, hardware and 
other appointments. There is a circular motor 
court, and from Sturtevant, the driveway winds 
down to Canon for a second entrance. 

This Mediterranean Villa was featured in a 
special 1930 rotogravure Wistaria Fete section of 
the Sierra Madre News. Prior to WW II, the 
house was rented by a prominent couple from 
Japan, Mr. and Mrs. Okamoto, who were writers 
and active in literary circles. They belonged to 
Sierra Madre’s Poet Society and also made the 
house a cultural center for Japanese in the area 
and from L.A. 

When the Irving Berlin of Japan, Masao 
Koga, visited the U.S. he was an honored guest at 
the home. He planned a number of functions here 
and also in South America. Local resident Helen 
Obazawa sang at one of his concerts at the estate. 
When her brother Michi Nomura was married 55 
years ago the reception was at this home. 

Another renter was the Reed family. Helen 
said she was a school girl then and with a Reed 
daughter they used to come to the estate to study 
birds, considering it a sanctuary. 

Audy Lou Colvin died in July, 1991, and 
her husband Hugh followed in November. Both 
were plagued by ill health in later years and as a 
result the house now needs much cosmetic work. 
In answer to the question of earthquake damage, 
the evaluation by Donald Watts, AIA, of the local 


firm of Watts Architecture, states there is no 
evidence of major structural problems due to 
seismic damage. It calls attention to how well 
reinforced the structure is and that it is well 
bedded into granite, all proof of how well built, 
even over built this mansion is. 

There are 7968 sq. ft. in the home. Among 
the 11 rooms up and down, some with wonderful 
views, are a beautiftilly designed great wall, five 
bedrooms and seven baths. The maid’s quarters 
has its own complete kitchen, bath and separate 
entrance. 

Its spectacular Churrigueresque entrance was 
typical of Marston, Van Pelt and Maybury, the 
renowned Pasadena architects who designed the 
house. They left a legacy of beautiful homes 
throughout the area and many public buildings 
including Pacific Asia Museum (formerly Grace 
Nicholson building), buildings at PCC around the 
quadrangle, Westminster Presbyterian Church, 
Vista del Arroyo Hotel (now 9th Circuit Court), 
Mark Keppel High School, to name a few. 

In 1925, at a cost of $100,000, this home 
was built for Mr. and Mrs. Russel A. Pratt. He 
was the west coast distributor for Coca Cola but 
died shortly after the house was built. There was 
an adopted daughter, Dorothy, who married Ole 
Hansen Jr., whose father Ole Sr. founded San 
Clemente using a Spanish theme in its buildings. 
He built the lovely Spanish home here on the NE 
corner of Orange Grove and Michillinda where 
Dorothy and Ole Jr. lived. 

In the 1940s, Mrs. Pratt wished to sell and 
move to a smaller home. A longtime Sierra Madre 
resident said she offered the home to them for 
$19,000. Bargain though it was, they could not 
afford her offer. A wealthy couple did buy it for 
their daughter and her husband who was a car¬ 
toonist. This ownership was short and in 1951 it 
was purchased by the Colvins. 

When Hugh Colvin graduated from Caltech 
in 1936 with a B.S. in chemical engineering, he 
was their youngest graduate to date. After receiv¬ 
ing an M.B.A. from Harvard Business School in

1939 he went on to a distinguished career. When 
with Consolidated Electrtxiynamics Corp., he 
became co-founder of Unitek Corp.. the world's 
largest manufacturer of orthodontic supplies,and 
was that corporation’s president for 20 years when 
he retired in 1982. He also held directorships on 
six other corporate boards. 

As an alumnus his great interest and support 
was with Caltech. He received their Distinguished 
Alumni Award, was a member of the President's 
Circle and its president in 1988. The Colvins gave 
generously to the Institution, including their 1990. 
$3 million dollar gift to Caltech's Centennial 
Challenge. Hugh was able tt) attend the Institute 
because of a scholarship and was happy to return 


something to provide scholarships for future 
generations. 

The Colvin children are Carol Ann Faucett 
of Santa Monica* twins Donald of Ojai and Barba¬ 
ra Hoopes of San Francisco and Mary Alice 
Stilean of North Granby, Ct.. and eight grandchil¬ 
dren. Hugh and Audy Lou loved Sierra Madre 
and were active and supponive here too and they 
loved this generous size home.

My dog was diagnosed with atopy. What Is atopy and 
what causes It? 


Atopy is a common, hereditary pruritic (itch) dermatitis 
in which the dog becomes sensitized to predominantly 
Inhaled environmental allergens. Certain breeds are 
known to have a predilection for atopy including 
Terriers, lhasa apsos, Dalmatlons, Pugs, Golden 
Retrievers, Schnauzers, etc. It Is also seen more 
frequently in females than males. The onset of atopy 
usually occurs between one and three years of age. Most 
atopic dogs suffer from pruritls and hairloss. 

These dogs tend to be allergic to pollen from trees, 
grasses, weeds, flowers, molds, house dust, etc. An 
intradermal skin test or a HAST blood test may be 
performed to find out exactly what the allergens are. 
Once the allergens are determined, some dogs respond 
well to hyposensitization (allergy shots). Systemic 
steroids (eg. prednisone) or antihistamines can be used 
to alleviate some of the symptoms.

July, 1993 to July 1994, and that he "clearly did 
not remember" any communication of that kind 
from the cduncil. He said he had been absent only 
one meeting during the year when he was chair¬ 
man. 

The other Planning Commissioners agreed 
that they did not recall being asked or voting on 
the subject. 

In other news of the meeting, the Tentative 
Parcel Map No. 24042, Conditional Use Permit 
and variance at 540 Alegria Ave. will be contin¬ 
ued to Oct. 27 (note date change for the commis¬ 
sion that month). 

The Tentative Parcel Map No. 24120 was 
approved and amended. The existing CUP will 
include a condominium project and it was recom¬ 
mended that the map be approved by Public 
Works Director Jim Mitsch. 

Also continued to Oct. 27 is the Variance 
2007, a common wall to be constructed. 

The sign requested by Ben Jeffries at 71 
West Sierra Madre Blvd. was approved. 

Bart Doyle of the General Plan Steering 
Committee told the group that the committee 
might like to adopt a second unit ordinance. He 
said they were concentrating on public outreach, 
and were looking at constraints of building based 
on the availability of water. He also reiterated that 
the General Plan and zoning are not consistent. 
The General Plan takes precedence, he explained.
